The money is needed, how­ 
ever, to help people such as those 
whom you describe. 
I cannot help 
them all over the country, of course, 
and I could not help them In any 
other way. 
I do not feel that this money is 
paid to me as an individual, but 
that it is paid to the president's 
wife. It is not paid to me directly, 
but to the agency which will spend 
it for the good of a great many peo­ 
ple. The reason that they are will­ 
ing to give me this money is, of 
course, because my husband is the 
president. 


There are, of course, people on ] 
the radio who are paid this same 
amount, but I do not flatter myself 
that I as an individual would be 
paid It. 
It puts money in circula­ 
tion; the money is spent for a good 
purpose aud these people could not 
otherwise be helped.

The name of Diliinger was brought j 
up when Warden A C. Aderholt re- | 
marked on the scarcity of escapes J 
from the prison. Asked by the at­ 
torney-general if he thought Dill- 
inger could be kept there, the war­ 
den replied ‘'Yes, sir.’’ 
•'Wed probably send Diliinger to 
Alcatraz, however," Cummings re­ 
marked 
Alcatraz, a favorite proj­ 
ect of the attorney-general, is the 
new federal prison in San Francisco 
bay where the government plans to 
send its most desperate prisoners 
and those who create discord in 
other penitentiaries. 
‘‘I sometimes wonder if Diliinger 
is still alive,” Cummings observed. 
* He was wounded, you know, and it 
itn’t possible to get such excellent 
medical attention while being chased 
around the country." 
Capone, just one of 1.958 inmates 
of the fejteral 
penitentiary here, 
was among a group walking from 
thd cell block to the dining hall for 
dinner when someone in the attor- 
ney-general’s party — fifty yards 
away—pointed him out.

New York, May 28.—Police and 
ra d ic a ls clashed in a furious battle 
Sunday in a Tombs court room and 
outside in the crowded street. 
A 
I dozen persons, including one worn- 
I an, were beaten on the heads, kick- 
; cd and slapped. 
T he fight 
started w hen M agis­ 
tra te Leonard A. M cGee pounded 
on his desk and ordered th e court 
room cleared of spectators, fater he 
had ordered two prisoners, arrested 
in Saturday's welfare bureau disor­ 
ders, held in $1,500 bail on charges 
of felonious assault. 
T hirty officers stationed a t stra ­ 
tegic posts in the building m arched 
into the court room a fte r th e m ag­ 
istrate had issued his order, anger­ 
ed by the boos and cat calls of IOO 
sym pathizers of the prisoners. 
Tire crowd moved slowly out of 
the dingy court room, w ith th e of­ 
ficers pushing them tow ard the ex­ 
its. 
Mrs. James Lechay and 
her 
husband were among th o se ordered 
to leave. 
Policeman Pushes Woman 
W itnesses said near th e rear of 
the court room a policem an pushed 
Mrs. Lechay, and th a t h e r husband 
turned to 
rem onstrate 
w ith him, 
raying, "we’re leaving.” 
T he patrolman, who asserted the 
woman called him nam es although 
other witnesses deny this, said: 
"G o on; get out of here.” 
W ith five other officers he shov­ 
ed 
the couple 
tow ard th e 
door, 
where, it is charged, an o th e r of the 
patrolm en 
struck the 
protesting 
w om an in the face, knocking her to 
ber knees. 
"Leave us alone," cried her hus­ 
band. 
T h bs was the signal for th e gen­ 
eral outbreak. S pectators said the 
patrolm en kicked the w om an, while 
o ther officers took L echay 
to 
a 
nearby building and b eat his head 
against 
a 
wall. 
T hey 
said 
he 
scream ed, "T hat’s my wife; 
leave 
her alone.” 
"W e're willing to go,” he begged, 


and as he 
pleaded, 
witnesses as­ 
sert, he was h it over the head with 
a patrolm an’s stick and then kick­ 
ed while he lay there unconscious. 
Policemen Slap Reporters 
Two reporters asserted they were 
slapped by 
patrolm en 
when they 
attempted to intercede. 
Captain D aniel A beam , in charge 
cf the detail, rushed into the me­ 
lee and shouted: 
"Men, use your brains!” 
Turning to th e reporters, he said: 
"We’re doing 
th e best we can. 
I rn sorry.” 
Hurrying to th e street, he or­ 
dered his m en to withdraw.

was a pitched battle there between 
officers

which several bystanders and rad­ 
icals were hit over th e head. Blood 
streamed down th e faces of several 
participants.

tempted to rise to his feet. He and 
his sobbing w ife were arrested for 
disorderly conduct.
